ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
In a converter which operates in a serial-parallel manner 

and performs analog-to-digital (A/D) conversion, the number 

5 of high bits is made more than half the entire number of bits, 

with the number of low bits is given by half the entire number 

of bits, thereby acquiring high-bit and low-bit data. When 

no match exists between the high-bit data and the low-bit data, 

the high-bit data can be modified by means of the low-bit data. 
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
